CRIMINAL SITTINGS 
OF SUPREME COURT 


The regular sittings of the supreme 
criminal court were held in Wetaski- 
win last week, commencing March 29 
and finishing on Wednesday night, 
March 31. Chief Justice Simmons 
presided. There were three jury 
cases, one non-jury, and one case in 
which the crown entered a stay of 
proceedings, The cases disposed of 
were as follows: 

Rex ys Pete Melick—Charge of se- 
duction. Stay of proceedings enter- 
ed by the crown. 

Rex ys. H. G. Norman—The accus- 
ed was found guilty of causing to be 
distributed or circulated at Metis- 
kow, obscene written matter tending 
to corrupt morals, after a trial by a 
jury lasting two days, and was sen- 
tenced by His Lordship to six months 
imprisonment in the provincial jail 
at Fort Saskatchewan. Gordon Wink- 
ler of Edmonton, acted for the occus- 
ed, 

Rex vs Yury Palov— There were 
two counts in the indictment against 
this accused, namely: forgery of a 
cheque for $60.00, and also conspiracy 
to defraud the Imperial Bank, by the 
accused being a party to the forging 
of the said cheque and obtaining 
payment of same. After the trial had

JOINS IN WEED 
ERADICATION 


The regular meeting of the council 
of the Municipal District of Mont- 
gomery, was held in the couneil oftice 
on Saturday, April 3, 1926. All the 
councillors were present. 

The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and adopted on motion of 
Coun, Maygard. 

Correspondence was read from\th 
Salvation Army thanking the Munici 
pality for their grant towards the 
rescue work of that organization. 

A letter was read from the Muni- 
cipality of Lloyd George, No. 457, en- 
closing a copy of a resolution passed 
at the combined meeting of the coun- 
cillors of the Municipalities of Lloyd 
George, Evergreen, Ponoka and Mont: 
gomery to the effect that the reeve, 
secretary treasurer and weed inspec- 
tor of each Municipality form a com- 
mittee to investigate and make a thor- 
ough survey of the weed situation of 
that portion of the Battle River which 
passes through their own Municipal- 
ity. That after this survey is made, 
this committee shall meet and ex- 
change opinions as to what they think 
the best method of eradication. lt 
was moved by Coun. Bussard that the 
persons named be asked to accept the 
nomination and represent the district 
at the necessary discussions. 

Alfred Dahms interviewed the coun- 
cil with regard to the replacement of 
the bridge over the Pipestone creek. 
He was informed that this council 
had done all in their power to get the 
department of public works to replace 
this bridge, and that the matter rest- 
ed entirely with the department. 

It was moved by Coun. Bussard that 
the secretary write the department of 
public works and request them to 
place «a bridge at the Alfred Dahms 
crossing using the old material as far 
as possible, the work to be done with 
as little delay as possible. 

Mr. Shantz interviewed the council 
with regard to a road that is to be 
built:thfough his land, It was moved 
by’ Coun. Maygard that Couns. John- 
son, Bussard and Shantz investigate 
this proposed road. diversion and re- 
part, at.the next meeting. 

“¥herepretentative-ofthesCanada 
Ingot Iron Co, interviewed the council 
regarding the purchase of culverts 
and other road machinery. 

A deputation from the Exhibition 
Association waited on the council ask- 
ing if they would consider making a 
grant this year towards the reduction 
of the debt. 

It was moved by Coun. Shantz that 
a grant of $500.00 be paid to the Ex- 
hibition Association towards the re- 
duction of the principal of the note 
at the Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
Wetaskiwin. The motion was lost. 

After the bills and paysheets had 
been passed for payment, the meeting 
adjourned.

Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Smith of Sud- 
bury, Ont., who were on an extended 
tour through St. Paul, Chicago, Flor- 
ida and California, returning via Port- 
land, Seattle, Victoria and Edmonton, 
spent a few days visiting at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. R, M. Angus, 
Wetaskiwin, whom they had not seen 
for forty years. Mr. Smith is the 
senior member of the firm of Smith 
& Traves, diamond drillers, of Sud- 
bury. This firm has at present 36 
diamond drills with complete crews 
working in the several mineral fields 
of Canada and Mexico, seven of the 
drills are working in the Red Lake 
district, and according to reports re- 
ceived by Mr. Smith, the cores taken 
from some of the recent borings have 
proven very rich. 

Mr. Smith is firmly convinced that 
Alberta has a very bright future, and 
is in his opinion, one of the richest 
provinces in the Dominion both from 
an agricultural point of.view as well 
as coal, ofl and natural gas. Our na- 
tural resources, Mr. Smith thinks, 
are lying dormant for the want of 
capital and energy to develop them.

|MR. TOBIN FAVORS 


TARIFF REDUCTION 
ON AUTOMOBILES 


The following is the Hansard re- 
pert of an address given by the mem- 
her for Wetaskiwin, on the resolution 
to reduce th tariff on antomeabiles 
and motor trucks: 

Mr. Speaker, I wish to support the 
resolution introduced by the hon. 
member for Macleod (Mr. Coote). 
While I have nothing to add to the 
arguments that have been made in 
support of it, one may be excused for 
wishing to go on record in support of 
this resolution, as it is of so much im- 
portance to the whole of Canada. We 
are always glad to support resolutions 
that will be of benefit to our district, 
particularly when such resolutions 
are of first importance to our own 
province as well as to the whole of 
Canada. 

This, Mr. Speaker, is an automobile 
age. From one end of Canada to the 
other every man and every woman 
you: meet wants an automobile if he 
or she has not got one. As the mover 
of the resolution has stated, Ford has 
stated that every farmer should have 
three—a truck, a runabout and a 
sedan for rainy days. That would be 
the ideal, but we shall not probably 
reach that stage for some time. How- 
ever, we all realize that the auto- 
mobile today is a utility needed by 
all walks of life, not by farmers only 
more than by all classes. When we 
think of automobiles, we naturally 
think of Ford, becausc he was the 
creator of the cheap automobile. He 
believed, as many believe that it was 
better to sell many units at a small 
profit than a few at a large profit. 
It seems that in Canada we have 
adopted the reverse {dea. and that 
some business organizations have de- 
cided by the help of high protection 
that the ideal is to sell a few units 
at a high profit. 

Some hon, gentlemen opposite said 
this afternoon that the people of the 
United States did not find fault with 
Ford because he made millions, No, 
they could not, because Ford made his 
millions by his genius and ability. He 
made cars that were sold cheaply and 
that could compete anywhere and peo- 
ple-were-glad to buy, them; : go why 
should they try to find fault with 
Ford? But I say we are trying to un- 
do the very thing that he did. Cer- 
tain organizations in this country are 
saying: Here is our opportunity to 
make. fortunes. They do not say: 
Here {s our opportunity to do a good 
business. They wish to take advan- 
tage of the tariff to make a fortune 
for themselves. That is what | am 
against. I wish to be fair to all busi- 
ness in this country, bar none. — 1 
wish all business men to profit, but 
when it has been shown so well today 
that an initial investment of $125,000 
by the Ford people in Canada, has 
grown to assets amounting to $38i,- 
000,000 today, and that they have paid 
out approximately $20,000,000 in cash 
and stock dividends, I say that is a 
business that certainly does not re- 
quire as much protection as it now 
enjoys. Someone quoted the Finan- 
cial Post this afternoon as saying that 
if Ford had reeeived the full value in 
stock and dividends for the 625 shares 
he got for the patent rights, he 
would have received $21,812,500. 1 
presume that is true, because it has 
been stated over and over again by 
members of this house and has not 
beeen contradicted. 

I trust that the leader of the opposi- 
tion (Mr. Meighen) will take this 
resolution seriously and will give us 
his views in a business like manner, 
I have great faith in the ability of 
the leader of opposition, and if he 
would only use his ability in the 
right way it would be a great advan- 
tage to us,

The exact origin of the festival ig 
not known with any degree of cer- 
tainty. The Oriental Jewish Chris. 
tian observed it on the date to cor: 
respond with the ancient Passover 
Sabbath. The Western Gentile Chris- 
tians observed a Sunday supposedly 
the Sunday on which Jesus actually 
rose from the dead. The Council of 
Nioaea in the year 325 fixed the date 
of the festival to be the first Sunday 
after the first full moon falling on 
or after March 21st of each year. If 
this full moon should fall on a Sunday, 
Easter would be the following Sunday. 
This custom still remains throughout 
the Christian world. The uncertainty 
of origin should present no barrier to 
belief, the historic purpose has been 
so clearly maintained. 

The festival presents a present day 
hope not only to the disciples but to 
all true spiritual followers, the Resur- 
rected Lord says authoratively “Peace 
be unto You,” and the dove of Peace 
comes. In like manner to his disciples 
and to his willing people, He says 
‘Receive ye the Holy Spirit” and a 
man rises above his natural self, a 
new creature. This has been the ac- 
tual experience of multitudes in ey- 
ery age, It should be the constant 
hope and expectation of all men who 
are prosecuting any honorable sery- 
ice whatsoever for the welfare of hu- 
manity and with divine sanction. 
With the divine help of a Resurrect- 
ed Lord, men have been and are able 
to rise up, plant their stake and take 
their stand against insuperable op- 
position and in face of the most with- 
ering criticism. A man with this di- 
vine help, at extreme moments of 
trial, becomes-in reality a super-man. 

We. often gequired distorted concep: 
tions in regard ‘to both men and move-” 
ments, The great movement from 
Time to Eternity is no exception. Al- 
though logically under constraint to 
accept the doctrine of the immortality 
of the soul, provided we accept pre- 
mise that man is a partaker of the 
divine nature, many men assume an 
attitude of doubt. Sometimes these 
men are specialists in other depart: 
ments of life and their word carries 
welght even when they presume to 
make statements about which they 
have received no revelation, nor con- 
cerning which they have given no ser- 
ious and continued thought. As a safe- 
guard against such pitfalls to faith, 
Easter festival keeps fresh in our 
minds the fact-—one Man, who once 
was the Son of God and Saviour of 
men, died at the hands of his enemy, 
nonresisting, pronounced dead, 
and his body laid away in the tomb, 
and then on the third day after—our 
Kaster Sunday, he broke the bonds 
of death asunder and came forth the 
Resurrected Lord and Saviour of 
men, In this He came forth as the 
“Tirst Fruits’, a practical demonstra- 
tion that what we call death does not 
strike through and kill love, personal- 
ity and the soul, These are eternal 
and divine. 

Hence the Master festival preserves 
in memory the singular facet of all 
history, to Christian people, it is a 
means to provide us with strength for 
the present tasks and gives us confi- 
dence for the future.

Canadian Pacific 
western Indians worshipped the sun 
With stranye and barbarous rites. 
It was the custom of the red man of 
the plains to bow down in humage 
each year in worship to the friendly 
ork that gave him light to bee, 
strength to hunt, power for batile, 
wsrmth when he was cold, and in 
ail ways enhanced his progress 
tiirough the countless ages of his 
being. 

Whole tribes guther together now 
during the month of midsummer, 
upon some spot on which the sun 
shines every moment from sunrise 
to sunset, to worship and be blessed 
in the sight of the sun god. An In- 
dian woman, selected by the Head 
Men of the tribes, embodies the 
human sacrifice of all those gather- 
ed. She sits in the sun dance lodge 
for four days and four nights and 
every two hours of this time her 
head is sprinkled with ashes. The 
woman does not eat or drink and is 
guarded by the five highest priests, 
or witch doctors of the tribe, who 
sing and chant monotonously all the 
time Whistles are blown and tom 
toms neaten, All su that the wo-

The sun-worshippers include the 
mightiest of the Indian tribes, the 
Blackfeet, Stonys, Piegans, and Sar- 


sees, They have a heritage of noble 


blood in their veins. 

Throughout the ages, despite the 
apparently civilizing influence of 
the white man, they have retained 


their form of worship, Many. of 
these Indians are Christians, They 
attend regular church — services 


Many of them are well educated and 
speak English with a fluency which 
would astonish the average white 
man, But in their secret hearts 
they know, they feel they have been 
unable to eradicate the beliefs and 
superstitions in which they were 
submerged for centuries, before the 
Canadian Pacific Railway bored its 
way through the mountains of gran- 
ite and brought the white man with 
his superior standards of life. 
Once a year the Indians shed the 
conventional raiment of the white 
man, which they have adopted, and 
gather to dance around the camp- 
fires where offerings are burnt as 
sacrifices for the favour of the sun 
god. The Indians break up into

As the smoke 
rises heavenward from the fires, the 
priests chant weird hymns, their 
antics become wilder and wilder, 
their movements faster 

Then, as the darkness breaks and 
the chill, grey dawn slowly spreads 
over the scene, all becomes still, 
The Indians sleep. ‘But they rise at 
seven or eight o’clock and spend the 
day preparing for the next night. 
And so the festivities continue for 
two weeks.

though it may be true that the com- 
pany adds to its selling price, the

| even though the present tariff was 
entirely removed. For there is no 
competition in Ford cars except that 
from Ford factories. The Ford com- 
pany can and will raise or lower the 
price of its cars just when it) may 
please them, irrespective of whether 
the Canadian tariff is raised, lowered 
or removed. 

The way io handle those who make 
undue profit is to slap on an excess: 
profit tax as was done during the war, 
when certain people took to gouging 
their country and their countrymen, 
If profits beyond which are reason- 
able are taken by the government, 
there would be no object in charging 
prices that yield more than a reason- 
able profit. 

While the Ford company is not ae-! 
tually affected by tariffs because of| 
ils unassailable position with regard 
to the production of a particular type 
of car, other industries are; 
ally those which are subject to or- 
dinary competition, each in its own 
particular way, according to the con- 
ditions which surround its) particular 
case, 

Farmers in the west are not so en- 
thusiastic about further rural popu- 
lation as are urban people, engaged in 
other occupations, And it does seem 
somewhat logical to add to ruval 
population, while the industrial ur- 
ban workers are decreasing in mum- 
bers.

ada for the Canadian market. This 
decision threw out of employment 400 
workmen, many of whom received $12 
to $18 a day. These workmen went 
to the United States with their fami- 
lies, They are now beyond the reach 
of our products, for we are shut out 
by a tariff from the markets in which 
these people now buy. 

We buy Belgian glass which — is 
made by men who receive wages for 
a week's work, that a Canadian man- 
ufacturer must pay for the work of a 
day. Canadian wages are set by man- 
ufaecturers in the States, because of 
our proximity thereto, and the United 
States industry pays the highest 
wages in the world. 

The Ford company, and the glass 
company, are, admittedly, extreme ex- 
amples of what a tariff may or may 
not do, in’ particular cases. In_ the 
ease of the Ford company, the remedy 
does not lie with tariff at all. The 
other is one that a low. tariff com- 
pletely wipes out, and deereases the 
population of consumers; — reducing 
our home markets and swelling our 
surplus which would be more. profit- 
able to us, if it were consumed at 
home. 

These examples are set forth here 
because they are actual concrete ex: 
amples of what is happening in’ our 
country,
